Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  was  notable  for  the  number  of  small  outbreaks  of  Infectious 
Disea,ses.  Tnere  v/erc  48  cases  of  Whooping  Gough  (17  last  year),  33  cases 
of  Measles  confined  to  one  small  area  (149  last  year),  36  cases  of  Sonne 
Dysentery,  most  of  these  occurred  at  £i  transit  csjiip  and  7 causes  of  Polio- 
myelitis (5  last  year). 

The  polio  outbreak  was  accompanied  by  8 canes  in  the  Borough  of  Dorchester. 
Of  the  seven  canes  in  the  Rural  District,  three  nad  paralysis,  only  one  warn 
an  adult.  There  were  no  deaths.

It  was  necessary  in  one  case  to  close  the  infant  class  e:l  the  local 


school. 


All  the  seven  cases  occurred  in  different  villages 


As  the  result  of  mearb  de-control,  four  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  in 
the  enea,  in  the  villages  of  Gome  Abbas,  Maiden  Neurbon,  Piddletrenthide  and 
Puddle  tom.  Although  the  ajmount  killed  is  smaRl,  the  time  taken  has  apxcre- 
ciably  increased  the  v/ork  for  the  Senitany  Inspector, 


A report  was  made  to  the  Gouncil  stressing  the  increasing  importance 
of  investigating  the  non-infectioiis  diseases,  such  as  certain  types  of  Heart 
Disease. 


The  housing  position  is  becoming  more  cheerful.  61  houses  were  built 
during  the  year.  This  is  a post  vjar  record.  Further^  more  Improvement  Grants 
were  issued,  this  is  a gToat  saving  of  houses.  Representation  of  Glearanco 
Areas  following  the  completion  of  the  Housing  Survey  mil  undoubtedly  call 
for  more  houses  for  rerjlacement. 

We  arc  still  awaiting  sanction  to  commence  sewaga  v/orks  for  two  villages, 
but  a visit  to  the  Ministry  has  given  us  more  hope. 

Staff  difiicuRties  during  the  ycair  has  restricted  many  of  ouj?  projected 
efforts,  especially  in  housing. 

I a.gain  wish  to  thunk  the  Ghairman  and  Members  of  the  Gouncil  for  their 
appreciation  and  help  with  our  difficulties,  especially  staff  illness,  and 
also  the  Public  Health  staff,  paso  end  present,  for  tneir  continued  support 
throughout  the  ye^n.

Compered  with  last  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  notifications 
of  cases  of  Tuberculosis^  especially  those  with  infection  of  the  lungs. 

Some  of  these  cases  were  found  by  the  Mass  Pv,adiography*  Thus  showing  the 
value  of  the  service. 

The  County  Medical  Staff  are  helping  in  the  control  of  TubercifLosis  by 
offering  B.G.G.  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis^  to  school  children  over  I4 
years  of  age.  The  response  has  been  very  good,  and  on  looking  at  the  table 
it  is  seen  that  nearly  half  the  new  cases  vrere  in  persons  under  25  years  old.

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  nuiiiber  of  houses  completed 
last  year  were  6l^  this  included  12  bungalows  for  old  persons.  This  has 
beaten  our  previous  highest  of  49  for  last  year. 

In  view  of  the  survey  and  representation  of  unfit  houses  in  the  coming 
yoarS;,  the  houses  built  in  the  future  v/ill  larcgely  be  used  to  re-house  those 
tenants  from  Gleara,ncc  Area.s,  This  in  itself  will  be  quite  aji  undertalcing. 

The  Council  have  very  vdsely  made  full  use  of  Improvement  Grants  and  it 
has  helped  the  housing  sitiia.tion  to  the  exbent  of  9^  houses,  A valuable 
saving. 

The  Council  appointed  sji  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  for  carrying  out 
the  Housing  Survey^  under  the  Housing  and  Rents  Act^  1954*  Unfortunately  he 
only  stayed  a short  while^  but  another  Sanitexy  Inspector  has  been  appointed,

Wi^ER  SUPPLY. 


Four  supplies,  one  of  a statutory  undertalcing  and  three  private, 
all  covering  quite  a number  of  consumers,  have  given  the  majority  of  the 
unsatisfactory  samples  reported  tMs  year,  which  came  at  a time  of  very  heavy 
rainfall.  In  one  case  new  covers  have  been  fitted  to  the  reservoir  to  prevent 
ingress  of  surface  water,  amd  in  two  other  cases  attention  has  also  been  given  to 
the  reservoir  and  siarrounding  area.  In  the  other  instomce  where  hand 
chlorination  has  been  carried  out,  a temporary  means  of  mechanical  chl.orination 
is  being  sought  which  it  is  hoped  \>i±ll  elLminate  the  failures  of  the  previous 
system  until  such  time  as  madns  water  is  available  to  the  district. 


Folio v/ing  other  investigations  of  individual  supplies,  twelve 
notices  have  been  served  requiring  connection  to  the  main  supply  or  improvement 
to  existing  facilities,  and  six  premises  have  been  connected  to  the  Council's 
mains .
